THE successes which have lately crowned oiir mill* 
tary operations^ have added several rich and importailt 
provinces to the British Empire in India. The Mah- 
ratta language is universally spoken in some of these 
provinces, and throughout the whole of those states 
from which it is denominated^ 



A liile drawn aciuss tUc peninsula in the latitude of 
Visiapore, will nearly express the southern boundary 
of this language, and another at a small distance from 
OojjMyin, in about twenty-four degrees north latitude, 
will nearly mark its northern limits. From east to west 

its extent is various, but it may, in general, be reckoned 

to be spoken from the mountains which separate Ben- 
gal, 'Bahar, and Orissa from the countries immediately 
west of them, to the western side of the peninsula, and 
the province of Guzcrat.

The Study of this language having been lately intro- 
duced into the College of Fort William (in institution 
which will always reflect the highe t honour on its No- 
ble Founder and Patron) elementary books became ab- 
solutely necessary; and the ofiice of teaching it having 
been confided to the author of the following work, he 

thought it a part of his duty to do the utmost in hia 
power towards facilitating the acquisition thereof by 

attempting this grammar* 

Every one must be sensible of the difficulty of redu* 

cin^ to rules a lansruajre which has hitherto been almost 
wholly neglected. 0» this account it is noped the pub- 
lic will put tbo best construction on any imperfections 
which may attend a first attempt. A grammar of thi« 
language was, indeed, written, many years ago, in the 
Portuguese tongue^ but the writer of this, rwt having 
been able to procure a copy of it, could not derive any 
assistance from the labours of its author, and has there- 
fore been obliged to strike out a plan of his own.

■pandit in the College of Fort William, whose zeal and 
ability are highly honourable to himself, and promise 
io be of great advantage to those students who may en- 
gage in the study of this language. 

The character used in the Mahratta states, in all wri- 
tings which relate to business, is the Moorh, but among 
men of leari^ing the Deyu NwgMri is the best known, it 
beiag the character in which their books are written. 
This, and the superior fitness of that character to ex- 
press grammatical niceties with precision, may be a 
iufficient apology for its use in the following work. 

Some familiar dialogues, upon common subjects,' are 
j^dded, byway of Appendix, which may serve for exer- 
cises to the student, and will be a sufncient introduc? 
tion to the study of writings of a higher class. 

This grammar is now submitted to the candour of 
the public If it be found to yield assistance in ac- 
guiring a language^ which introduces to our acquaint-
